July 
31.—President 
Roosevelt 


was ncaring the end of his lone 
vacation cruise today aboard the 
V. S. S. Houston. 
Three days out of Honolulu, after 


a. live-day stop in the "paradise of 
the Pacific." the cruiser swung into 
the north Pacific ocean steamer lane 
today, approximately 1,000 off the 
mainland.To Inspect Projects 


The president 
has 
temporarily 


turned his thoughts from 
a. vast 


amount of first hand information 
regarding the economic, military and 
naval needs of the Hawaiian Islands 
to the inspection tour of federal pro- 
jects which he will make during the 
overland Journey from Portland to 
Washington. 
The Houston is expected to reach 


the mouth of the Columbia river 
Thursday arid then proceed up the 
river to Portland where Mrs. Roose- 
velt -will greet her distinguished hus- 
band and two of their sons who ac- 
companied the president on the long 
cruise down the Atlantic, through 
the Panama Canal, half-way across 
the Pacific to the Hawaiian group 
and thence back to the mainland.

Claim Revenge 


A police version of a confession 


reputed to have been made by Plan- 
etta declared be shot Dollfuss for 
revenge because he had been dis- 
charged from the army for his Nazi 
activities and that he fired at the 
chancellor in his office 'without ex- 
changing a word." 


Holzweber was the leader of the 


group of 144 Nazis that entered the 
chancellery that fateful afternoon 
of last Wednesday in an abortive at- 
tempt to seize the government and 
establish a Nazi state in Austria. 


Planetta and Holzweber were the 


first to be tried and the first to pay 
th-: penalty for the ill-fated attempt 
to drive from the power the chan- 
cellor who had fought the Nazis bit- 
terly during the two years of his 
regime.

the event of Von Hindenberg's death 
was under discussion. 


The effect on Hindenberg's death 


in the present international crisis 
centering around the events in Vien- 
na Is bound to be tremendous. De- 
spite his advanced years the hero of 
Tannenberg and the Mazurian Lake 
battles with the Russians in the 
early war days has played a very 
important role in Germany's politi- 
cal 
affairs, 
foreign 
as well as 


domestic. 


Check Upon Hitler. 


Though he has publicly approved 


many acts of the Hitler regime. In- 
cluding the June 30 "purging" of the 
Nazis and the mass executions of the 
chancellor's foes, the impression has 
prevailed that he has exercised a de- 
cided check upon Hitler. Vice Chan- 
cellor von Papen was Hindenburg's 
political protege and there are many 
who believe Von Papen might have 
suffered a worse fate than being de- 
tained under "protective arrest" In 
the stirring days of the "purging" 
had it not been for the president's 
known friendshhip for him. 


Von Hindenburg1 is also credited 


with having toned down the tenor 
of some of Hitler's speeches on for- 
eign politics and. with having ad- 
vised him against approving sorties 
by radical elements within the Nazi 
party that might have embarrassed 
the Reich in her foreign relations. 


Hitler To Be President? 


Theoretically the chief justice of 


the Reich, Dr. Erwin Bumke, would 
become acting president upon Hin- 
denburg's death, pending the elec- 
tion of a new president but it is be- 
lieved he would immediately dele- 
gate the presidential duties to HiUer. 


The Reichstag recently fully -em- 


powered the government to change 
and adjust existing' laws applying 
to che succession to the presidencv. 
In case Hitler took over the presi- 
dency it is not believed likely that 
he would call elections though he 
might later order some sort of a 
referendum to endorse his move in 
taking over the office as Belch's 
leader, thus elevating himself to a 
position something similar to that 
of an American president. 


Dr. Bumke is 60 years old, a Con- 


servative and prominent jurist with 
no party inclinations.

Epworth M. E. church was Hooded, 
and part of the dining room was un- 
der water. 


Atlantic Avenue was blocked on 
the west side due to the tons of de- 
bris that came rushing down from 
the side streets. At several points, 
particularly Crawford Ridge, the de- 
bris was heavy enough to block traf- 
fic on that side, but the Highway 
Department was on the Job before 
the rain quit falling, getting the de- 
bris off and getting traffic started. 
South Hill street also received 


tons of dirt from hill streets. At Tay- 
lor and Mill the debris was piled 
high.

There was lots of debris on the 


state roads this morning, and a 
large force of men was put to work, 
cleaning away the dirt. In 
some 


cases, cast iron drain pipes were 
washed out of the ground as they 
were unable to carry off the tre- 
mendous flow of water which 
de- 


scended in a short period of time. 
These will have to be replaced. 


There were no serious landslides 


or bad washes reported, Mr, Light- 
ner stated, 
but in 
many places 
earth was washed onto the roads 
which will have to be cleared away. 
Rail Trouble Not Serious 


At the Pennsylvania railroad's di- 


vision office here officials reported 
'no serious damage" from the vio- 
lent storm. They said that emer- 
gency crews speedily took care of 
;he minor breaks which occurred in 
communJcation lines. These breaks 
were few.

N honest little Dutch girl, one of a group of young Holland- 


ers who have been on a good-will visit to New York City, 


asked her American guide the rather tactless question, "Why is 
ryour fine city so dirty?" To her, the awesome height of the 
Empire State Building and the satisfactions of a jaunt on top 
of a Fifth Avenue bus were not in any way justification for side- 
walks littered with paper or gutters full of rubbish. 


No one in the great region west of the Hudson River need 


laugh scornfully at New York. American .cities are almost all 
suffering from the same lack of order and cleanliness. The sit- 
uation has been worse in recent years; as city funds have di- 
minished and city officials have cut down such services as street- 
cleaning. 


A great deal could be done to clean up American cities, 


without spending any money, simply by an educational cam- 
paign arousing- public spirit from its apathy in this matter. A 
New York judge the other day sentenced several persons found 
guilty of tossing litter in a city park to spend a certain amount 
of time cleaning up rubbish in the same park. 
It was a good 


idea and might well be followed in other communities. 


But the most important method still remains the cultivation 


jof individual pride in the appearance of the city and a sense of 
individual responsibility toward it.

1 the problems of the rural banks? 


The same applies to farming, small industry, rural town merchan- 


dising and a hundred and one other component parts that go to make 
up the very life blood of this county, and all of them are quite removed 
from the metropolitan centers and the chairs of the college professors. 


Perhaps some day, instead of functioning in terms of graphs and 


reports from field agents, those in power in Washington, both Republi- 
cans and Democrats, will utilize the knowledge of those who know from 
! actual experience the formulation of plans and policies to fit emergen- 
cies, acute or otherwise.—Gazette-News, LeRoy, N. Y.

Marie Dressier, through sheer force of merit, made herself one of 


the outstanding stars of the screen. She had a tremendous advantage 
over the hordes who went to Hollywood to seek easy money simply be- 
cause they had pretty faces or "screened well." She mastered the art 
of'acting, partly from natural talent and largely by hard work and ex- 
perience, explains the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
All were surprised at the 


ease -with which she took her place in moving pictures. The secret was 
not a profound one—she knew how to act. Few, until her time, had 
ever thought of that as one of the requisites of a moving picture star. 


Miss Dressier belonged to the old school of troupers. She sang in 


opera, played in farce and starred in comedy and drama. 
Sometimes 


the shows were a success and sometimes they were "a flop." But she 
loved the theatre and finally her ship came in when she appeared in the 
riot of laughter known as "Tillie's Nightmare." 


The grand surprise came when she first went to Hollywood. She 


had been off the stage for years, and it seemed presumptuous for her 
to attempt to compete with twentieth century wit and beauty. The re- 
sult is screen history. She staged one of the most successful "come- 
backs" in the history of the stage. When she appeared with Greta Garbo 
in "Anna Christie" she played the subordinate part of a tipsy old crone. 
Yet she stole the picture from the Swedish actress. 


It is noteworthy that Miss Dressier won success with clean, high- 


spirited comedy in film plays free from salacious characteristics. As a 
tribute to her fine art, she twice was awarded the highest honors of 
the screen. A dinner in her honor was attended by governors and sen- 
ators. She was a White House guest. Marie Dressier will be missed.

Hundreds of square miles 


of sloping mountain tops bright 
green, close by, pale blue in the dis- 
tance, offering- homes worthy of in- 
telligent human beings. 


AT PRESENT the few that come 


from cities, live in the valleys, for 
climbing high mountains is hard, 
horses could not help, and there are 
no automobile roads to mountain 
tops. 
But the flying machines will sup- 


ply inhabitants for all these moun- 
tains, in generations not far away.
